The bet on 4 
curb was $15,000 on Hughes at 10 
to 7. One bet of $1200 to $1000 
was made on the curb today that 
Wilson would carry Ohio.

STATE ASSIGNMENTS. 

“There is no doubt that the as- 
signment of some of these States 
to one side or the other is more 
or less arbitrary, especially from the 
point of view of those who believe 
that Wilson will win. The eastern 
Democratic managers object to giv- 
ing Mr. Hughes Indiana, Illinois, 
Michigan, Wisconsin and Minnesota, 
where, in their judgment, Mr. Wil- 
son actually will win this election. 
They object to classing Ohio as Re- 
publican and with some basis of 
reason. Ohio is undoubtedly the sur- 
prise of the campaign and it was the 
Ohio scare of two weeks ago that 
encouraged the Democrats most. If 
it were not for their belief that they 
may cafry Ohio the Democrats 
would not today claim any of the 
Midwestern States. By the same 
token, believing the balance of the 
Middle West is going for Hughes by 
reduced pluralities the impartial ob-

publican. normal plurality may be 
greatly reduced the Wilson vote will 
fall short of a victory. Generally 
speaking, this feeling among those 
who have studied the political sit- 
vation also applies to Connecticut, 
Delaware, Michigan, Indiana, 
linois, Wisconsin and Minnesota, 
which are regarded as important 
States in this contest. The Demo- 
crats believe they can win the elec- 
tion without New York, 
without the big Middle West States. 


Republicans believe can 


win without Ohio, but must have 
the other States named. 
MAIN RELIANCE. 

A readjustment of campaign lines 
by both parties during the past week 
shows in part where both sides are 
Placing their main reliance to win. 
In all of the big Northern States the 
Republicans are giving the closest 
possible attention to the vote out- 
side of industrial centers. The re- 
sult in Connecticut and New York 


depends largely on the rural vote, 
although the foreign elements in 
New York City are changing sides 
in many instances. The same thing 
is true In Michigan, where it is De- 
troit and other manufacturing cities 
against the country. In Ohio, where 
it is Cleveland and Toledo and Co- 
lumbus against the rural districts 
and the smaller cities and towns. 
Cincinnati, which has a large Ger- 
man population, like St. Louis and 
Milwaukee, presents an aspect some- 
what outside the general rule. In 
Illinois the Democrats lay special 
stress on C 

Hilinois also ‘presents another 
phase upon which the Democrats 

are laying the greatest possible em- 


phasis—-the woman vote. They 
honestly believe they will get 60 per 
cent. of that vote wherever cast and 
for that reason decline to relinquish 
hope that they will win in the twelve 
suffrage States of Illinois, California, 
Colorado, Idaho, Utah, Washington, 
Wyoming, Arizona, Kansas, Montana, 
Nevada and Oregon, with ninety-one 
electoral votes. Voting does not 
substantiate the Democratic claim 
for any such swing of votes, either 
among the women or any other class 
of voters. No suffrage State has 
changed its politics since suffrage 
became a fact. 

The same conditions prevail rela- 
tive to the labor vote, for which 
President Wilson has made a special 
bid. His recent speeches have been 
well calculated to draw that vote 
to his support, but the Republicans 
have not been idle. Apparently, the 
Republicans and Progressives are 
going to the polls to vote (for 
Charles E. Hughes. The success of 
the amalgamation of the two parties 
has been one of the outstanding fea- 
tures of the campaign.

CAR SHORTAG 
IS MORE ACUTE. 


Formal Investigation Coming 
by Federal Authorities, 


New Tariffs on Demurrage 
Filed by the Carriers. 


Proposals for Relief Mude by 
State Commissioner, 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—The na- 


tion-wide shortage of freight cars, 
the most acute for many years, will 
be the subject of a general formal 
investigation, covering every part of 
the United States, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission announced 
today. The commission announced 
the investigation would go into ques- 
tions of supply, exchange and re- 
turn of freight cars “with the view 
of issuing such ordets as the com- 
mission may deem appropriate.” 

A copw of the order was served 
upon representatives of all inter- 
state carriers and the first hearing 
was fixed for next Wednesday at 
Louisville, before Commissioner 
McChord. 

The action in extending the in- 
formal conference at Louisville into 
a sweeping general investigation of 
a formal character, with ehearings 
probably in such shipping centers 
as New York, Chicago, Omaha, St. 
Louis, Kansas City and others, is 
the result of complaints filed with 
the commission. 

Traffic committees may be organ- 
ized to cope with the situation as 
Was done last spring when a serious 
congestion of freight in the East 
was threatened. 

The railroads already have filed 
tariffs increasing the demurrage 
charges on cars remaining over the 
time allotted to shippers for either 
lgading or unloading. They want 
this crease effective December 1.

IMPRESSIVE SERVICE 
BOELKE FUNERAL. 


{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND 

BERLIN, Nov. 4 (via Sayville.)— 
In its accoumt of the funeral of 
Capt. Boelke, Germany's most 
famous aviator, the Lokal Anzeiger 
says that at the grave, Lieut.-Col. 
Thomsen. chief of the German 
aerial fleet, made the solemn prom- 
ise in the name of his comrades and 
the disciples of the dead aviator, “I 
shal) become a Boelke.”’ 

The streets of Dessau, Capt. 
Boelke’s home town, were thronged. 
A squadron of aviators flew aiong 
the route of the funeral procession 
to the cemetery. 

An eyewitness account of the 
death of Capt. Boelke was given out 
today by the Overseas News Agency, 
as follows: 

“Capt. Boelke met with the acci- 
dent in which he was killed at 5 
o'clock on the afternoun of October 
31. He had just disabled « hostile 
machine in a fierce aerial combat. 
At the conclusion of the battle an- 
other German airplane touched 
Boelke’s machine and . part of a 
plane of the jatter was torn off. 

“Capt. Boelke descended swiftly 
in a narrow spiral for some distance. 
wut when at the height of about 
200 yards his machine suddenly 
fell. . The body of the aviator was 
not touched by projectiles. After 
having defeated forty adversaries, 
an accident terminated his life. He 
died unvanquished:”’

Van Nuys Workman Proves 


that There ts Good Money 
in Chickens.

VAN NUYS, Nov. 4-—That 
a man can profitadly raise 
poultry on the rear of alot and 
care for them himaeelf, in 
dition to working at his regu- 
lar employment, has been con- 
‘clusively proved by C. C. 
Campbell at Van Nuys. Mr. 
Campbell is employed nine 
hours a day at a local lumber 
yard. During his spare time 
he and his wife had been 
caring for 100 pullets, which 
were just six months old on 
the first day of October. From 
that day to the first day of No- 
vember they laid 1476 eggs or 
an average of fifteen each. 

These eggs were sold for 
$54.12 in addition to what had 
been consumed for table use 
at the Campbell home. The 
cost of feed for that period 
was $16.53, leaving $37. 58 net 
for the month. 

“This egg money,” said Mrs. 
Campbell, “pays for the daily 
newspaper which we take, the 
grocer for his provisions, the 
merchant for clothes and in 
fact takes care of all of our 
current bills. That leaves 
us the wages to take care of 
our investments.”

During the year Which closed Sep- 
tember 1, the seven co-operative as- 
sociations in the San Anfonio Fruit 
Exchange, which has its offices here, 
gathered and marketed $2,615,600 


worth of oranges and lemons. Con- 
servative estimates place the crop 


vanee over the last year crop_both in 
quantity and price, 

It now appears that the packing 
associationg will not have to contend 
this year with the handicap of large, 
sizes Which interfered seriously with | 
marketing last years creo, There 
are abundant Indications that the 
fruit which is now approaching 
turity will be of medium 
some instances there are over-sizes 
in évidence, but it is not likely that 
the growers will have more large- 
sized fruit than the market will 
want. Few dealers want big oranges 
——the demand being for a small] or 
medium size—but what big sizes 
there afe on the trees in remote 
groves will find ready sale among 


ding the retailers who are in a position 


to handle that grade. 

H. E. Walcott, manager of the Po- 
mona Fruit Growers’ Association 
which has two orange packing 
houses and a lemon house here, says 
he has looked the valley over quite 
carefully and he belleves that there 
are more oranges on the trees this 
year; also that the tonnage will be 
Sreater than last year even though 
the fruits are not going. to be so 
large. 


SMALL ONES SELL BEST. 


“The small orange outsells the big 
size right along,” says he. “The 
fruit is turning yellow very repidily 
under the influence of the favorable 
weather we have been having, and it 
looks as though it will mature a 
little early. We mav be able to 
pick some during the first week In 
January. although we didn’t pick 
last winter till the 15th or 20th of 
January. It is my opinion that the 
fruit will be of splendid flavor this 
winter. It has been one of the most 
favorable seasons in recent years. 
The lemon outlook is excellent and 
the fruit ought to ‘bring big Prices. 
The crop will be larce. 

“It looks like the growers ought 
to clean up a bunch of money this 
year. If the price of oranges and 
lemons goes up in proportion to the 
cost of other fruit, and in keeping 
with the price of everything to eat. 
we may expect to rake in a pot of 
gold before the present citrus crop 
to the ultimate consumer's 
ta

They might have continued to insult those people and belittle their united power, as 
they had done for years, but when they fired upon the Flag of the’Union at Sumter,

HE RETREATING DEMOCRACY. 

* As the closing days of the campaign ap- 
proach, the irresistible force of the Re- 
publican movement is everywhere felt. Re- 
publican voters often stray far afield in mid- 
summer, the sweets of the wild flowers 
wooing.them away from the clover; but as 
election day approaches they come swarm- 
ng home, like bees returning at nightfall to 


| the hive. It is this independence of thought 


ahd movement but unity of action that often 
raises so high Democratic hopes in October, 
and shatters them so rudely in November. 
‘During the early days of the campaign the 
Democrats centered their attack on New 
York, Massachusetts, New Jersey and Con- 
necticut. Their chief argument was war 
prosperity. This has been answered so 
clearly and so forcibly by the campaign of 
education conducted by the Republican 
speakers and Republican press that it has 
lost its force. : 
Beaten back, like an army in retreat, mid- 
October found the Democrats clamoring and 
campaigning in Ohio, Indiana and Illinois. 


Here, too, the Republican forces quickly as-_ 


sumed the offeisive. Two weeks ago the 
Democratic prognosticators were claiming 
that Ohio was won. This claim, sent broad- 
cast through the nation, started inquiries 
pouring into Republican headquarters in 
Cleveland and Cincinnati, “What is the 
matter with Ohio.” 

Promptly the message was flashed back, 
“We'll show you on the seventh of Novem- 
ber what's the matter with Ohio.” So vig- 
orous was the awakening of the latent Re- 
publican spirit that the administration 
propagandists moved on farther west. As 
the campaign closes they are making a 
blanket claim of Michigan, Wisconsin, Min- 
nesota, Iowa, the Dakotas and Kansas, They 
‘must have five of these seven States, either 
New Jersey or Indiana and the “Solid South” 
in order to win. They are abandoning New 
York, as did Bryan in 1896, as “the enemy's 
country.” 

Reports from States along the old Mason 
and Dixon line indicate, however, that a 
dark cloud is hovering over the northern 
border of that “Solid South.” .Missouri is 
wobbling in a northerly directioh. The 
Champ Clark forces are sulking; St. Louis 
is reported to be hopelessly Republican and 
Hughes is slight favorite in the pool- 
rooms. Kentucky, too, is requiring attention. 
That “kept us out of war” campaign cry 
has not made much of a hit among those 
militant sons sired in the “dark and bloody 
ground.” Kentucky still retains a flavor of 
that land of romance— 


“Where the mocking bird is singing in the 
genial southern morn; 

Where the corn is full of kernels—and the 
colonels full of corn.” 

Kentucky would have rallied manfully to 
the support of Champ Clark: but that 
anemic, peace-loving’, psalm-singin' college 
professor—Fal] huntin’s too good to waste a 
day goin’ to the polls. 

In the Far West, which includes our own 
bailiwick, there is but cold comfort for the 
shivering Democracy. This territory in- 
cludes thirteen States; it has sixty votes in 
the Electoral College. Forty of these are ad- 
mittedly Republican. The Democrats are 
figuring on picking up three votes in Ari- 
‘gona, three in Nevada, four in Washington, 
four in New Mexico and six in Colorado. We 
of the West know, however, that if Wilson 
wins half these hé will be exceedingly lucky. 


| Straw votes in New Mexico indicate that it 


is easily Republican; the Socialist campaign 
seems to be cutting deep enough over in 
Nevada on the Wilson vote to assure a Re- 
publican victory. In assuming a conserva- 
tive mask to capture Republican votes Wil- 
son has turned away thousands of Socialists 
who voted for him four years ago. 

Viewed as a whole, the campaign is clos- 
ing as a national campaigns generally close 
in a normal Republican year. The Democrats 
have claimed everything from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific: but their vacillation indicates 
that they are certain of nothing outside the 
Solid Seuth. The Republicans are not pre 
dicting a landslide; but the leaders are 
claiming 300 votes in the Electoral College, 
and a careful survey of the field seems to 
justify fully this assumption. The Times 
bases its conclusions on the most authori- 
tative advices from the seat of war and 
heartily believes that Hughes and Fair- 
banks will be elected.

There is some sincerity 
about the No. 1 proposition, which 
carries the courage of conviction on 
its face. No. 2 aims at practically 
the same thing, but does it in a sur- 
reptitious way. While prohibition 
comes out without a mask in the 
open daylight in No, 1, it is mas- 
querading in-No, 2. 

Anyone who will take the trouble 
to read the literature put out of- 
ficially by the State in connection 
with these amendments to the Con- 
stitution will be convinced that No. 
2 is not a sincere, open and above- 
board proposition. The argument in 
favor of No. 2 printed in this liter- 
ature begins with this phrase: “This 
amendment will close saloons.” Now 
if that is exactly what the amend- 
ment proposes to do, The Times is 
with it heart and soul. That would 
be a real temperance measure easily 
put into effect and efficacious in the 
highest degree. It would cut at the 
root of intemperance and carry it 
away root and branch. 

But No. 2 goes much farther than 
the initial phrase quoted above in 
the argument in favor of the amend- 
ment. It forbids the use of wines, 
no matter how light, not only in 
saloons but in restaurants, hotels, at 
banquets, in fact everywhere except 
in private houses. It forbids the sale 
of these wines except at the place 
where they are manufactured, and 
they must be conveyed directly to 
the home of the consumer. They 
must be bought in quantities above 
the reach of the average citizen. 
The proponents of this amendment 
knew they were striking a body blow 
at the wine industry when they con- 
cocted this insincere pretense of 
closing the saloons. It was put on 
the ballot in the fear that No. 1 could 
not carry, but in the hope that this 
masquerading substitute might slip 


through. It was a cunningly-devised 


measure, and we fear will be effective 
in winning the votes of many good 
citizens who think it a wise and mod- 
erate measure, and who would not 
vote for extreme prohibition. 

One of our main objections to the 
first amendment is that it will con- 
fiscate the property of many citizens 
of California who have invested $150,- 
000,000 in the wine industry under 
the protection of the law. The pro- 
ponents of Amendment No, 2 claim 
that if this should carry it would 
work no hardship to the vineyardists 
whatever. It cuts off every selling 
agency, forbids the soliciting of 
liquor traffic by any one, even the 
owner of a winery, and would do in- 
famous mischief to the vine-growers 
of the State. It would be a confisca- 
tion of property without any recom- 
pense whatever. How the wineries 
are going to dispose of their product 
without soliciting trade is difficult to 
conceive. How the average house- 
holder is to get wine in a big jug 
from the winery to his household is 
a puzzle unsolvable. | 

No. 2 also forbids the use of wines 
at hotels, restaurants, or at banquets 
given under any auspiges, under any 
circumstances, in the State. This 
would work great hardship on the 
hotels, wineries and on the restau- 
rants, and would keep a great many 
tourists from visiting the State, or 
from remaining in it long under such 
restrictions. 

The insincerity of the proposition 
ought to be evident to all voters from 
the very fact that it aims at cutting 
-off Californians from the privilege of 
using their own products. 

If the temperance people will take 
up a crusade to close every saloon in 
the State we will join them heart and 
soul, for it will be an honest tem- 
perance movement, an efficacious 
movement, and prompt of applica- 
tion. But however much we may re- 
gret opposing our_good friends, we 
must absolutely refuse to support any 
measure insincere or masquerading 
in its nature. Really, we would 
rather see No. 1 go through than No. 
9. There is the merit of sincerity in 
No. 1 which No. 2 lacks. 


ONDS FOR GOOD ROADS. 
With the leading civic and 
business organizations of Southern 
California lined up solidly in its 
support, there is every reason to 
believe that Amendment No. 3 on 
next Tuesday’s ballot, providing for 
the issuance by the State of $15,- 
000,000 in bonds for the completion 
of California’s great highway sys- 
tem, will carry overwhelmingly in 
the Southland. Less is known of 
the sentiment in the north, although 
all reports indicate a most favorable 
attitude toward the proposition 
above the Tehachepi. The propo- 
nents of the measure in this part of 
the State declare they have encoun- 
tered little opposition to the amend- 
ment upon the part of those who 
really understand its provisions. 
The first and only real objection 
to the bond issue that will occur to 
the average voter is the cost to the 
people of California of putting the 
thing through. It ts an objection, 
however, that fs offset in more ways 
than one. The financial end of the 
undertaking as contemplated in the 
measure appearing on the ballot ts 
not nearly so formidable for the in- 
dividual taxpayer as might on the 
face of it appear. The almost incal- 
culable benefit certain to result from 
the new highway programme con- 
stitutes an argument that Southern 
Californians in particular cannot af- 
ford to ignore. 
Under the plan to be voted upon, 
the first bonds would not mature un- 
til 1923, by which time the State is 


ulated and to have a much greater 
wealth. Of even greater interest to 
the average taxpayer, perhaps, is the 
provision calling for the payment of 
the entire principal out of State rev- 
enues derived through corporation 
and inheritance taxes, instead of by 
direct taxation. The principal pay- 
ments are to be made at the rate of 
$375,000 annually for forty years. 
Voting for the bonds, therefore, 
means merely to authorize the State 
of California to expend $375,000 a 
year for good roads, beginning in- 
1923, by which time the highways 
themselves will have been completed 
and put in service. Only the inter- 
est on the bonds would come out of 
direct taxation, and no county would 
be compelled to pay interest except- 
ing on money expended for roads 
within its own bounds. 

The whole thing resolves itself 
into something like a “gift” from 
the State in so far as Los Angeles 
county -is concerned. This county 
already has its own magnificent 
good-roads system linking up nearly 
all parts of its territory and is trav- 
ersed by portions of the State high- 
way system that have already been 
completed. If the new highway 
bonds carry, Los Angeles county 
will be called upon to pay a pro- 
portionately small part of the actual 
interest charges, while realizing 
more actual benefit from the com- 
pletion of the State system than 
probably any other county in Call- 
fornia. The bonds will bring high- 
ways from every direction to con- 
nect with the existing good roads 
of this county, automatically making 
Los Angeles the hub of a gigantic 
system of paved travel arteries. 
Other counties will pay the greater 
part of the cost. | 

This is, on the face of it, an ex- 
tremely selfish argument, but it must 
be remembered that Los Angeles 
county has already made heavy ex- 
penditures for its good roads and 
that the adjacent counties that have 
lagged behind in this respect really 
need the highways on which they 
would be compelled only to pay bond 
interest charges and would really be 
getting off easy. It is a good bar- 
gain all around, but it is so good 
a bargain for Los Angeles county 
that it is hard to understand how 
anyone in the county with a know!l- 
edge of the situation could vote 
against the bond amendment. 

Los Angeles, so far as that goes, 
need have no scruples against get- 
ting anything it can out of the State 
as a whole, and this canbe said 
with no thought of raking over any 


old differences with San Francisco 


and its part of California. As has 
been said, the reports all indicate 
that the northern part ofthe State 
is keenly alive to the benefits to all 
of California to be derived from the 
completion of the State highway sys- 
tem. This city and its section have 
never fared as well at the hands of 
the State as has the bay district, 
having, as everyone knows, more 


. than once co-operated heartily in 


getting important improvements for 
San Francisco and the north only to 
be denied a reciprocal co-operation 
in getting something for the south.’ 

Southern California as a whole 
will get the lion’s share of the bene- 
fits from the new highway issue 
from the very fact that Northern 
California somehow succeeded in 
getting more than its share of the 
original $18,000,000 State highway 
appropriation that has now all been 
expended, leaving most of the un- 
finished work in this end of the 
State. The south paid its full share 
of the cost of the system as it exists 
today and now has the opportunity 
to get the best of the new deal, even 
as the north had the best of it be-- 
fore. The State Highway Commis- 
sion has been foremost in recogniz- 
ing the justice of the south’s claims. 

No other county in the Southland, 
or in California for that matter, is in 
quite the pecullar position of Los 
Angeles county to profit by the car- 
rying of the bonds; but Riverside, 
San Bernardino, Santa Barbara, Ven- 


tura, San Diego and Imperial coun- 


tles all have, under the Highway 
Commission’s plans, opportunities 
that may never come to them again 


to secure vitally-needed highway 


connections with the rest of the 
State. They would not be able of 
themselves to construct some of the 
highways provided in the State plan, 
which offers a comparatively easy 
solution of their present good roads 
needs. 

The benefit of good roads in Call- 
fornia has already been so convinc- 
ingly demonstrated as to require no 
argument. For the south the suc- 
cess of the bond issue is only a 


question of getting out the neces- 


sary votes, for it is certain there is 
no opposition in the north sufficient 
to overcome anything like a solid 
approval from this section.

The present State income is in ex- 
cess of $20,000,000 and a gross in- 
crease in the value of development 
and extension of the corporation 
properties need only increase 3% 
per cent. to provide for the retire- 
ment of these bonds without in- 
creased taxation. As it will not be 
until 1923, seven years hence, that 
the retirement of these bonds com- 
mences, it is easily seen that an un- 
fair burden wil] not be imposed on 
the corporations. 

The natural increase of the public 
utility properties in seven years will 
greatly exceed the 3% per cent. re- 
quired to retire the bonds. 

REAL ECONOMY. 


Good roads have not only brought 
the farm and city closer together, fig- 
vratively speaking, but they mate- 
rially reduced the cost of the ex- 
change of merchandise.

SHOWS FALLACIES OF THOSE 
WHO DON’T KNOW GRAPES. 


LOS ANGELES, Nov. 4.—{To the 
Editor of The Times:] In you per 
of October 17, I noticed a 
lady from Calistoga, Napa county, 
who is the wife of a vineyardist, 
gave Rev. Dr. Locke an answer to 
iis sermon about grafting wine 
grapes into table grapes.

All know that when the State picks 
out land for an experimental farm, 
the State won't go on the rocky side 
of hills or upon the desert, where 
at present the most of the vineyards 
are idcated. The State land is some 
of the very richest and best of soils. 
Just try and graft te nto fifteen year 
old vines in those hills or sandy 
deserts! On the State farm they very 
Wkely grafted with success a few 
@oten vines. The report is not given 

on the grafts that failed to set, and 
the report does not say how old 
those vines were when grafted. On 
young wood any graft will set and 
grow with a small percentage of 
misses. Even if the grafting could 
be done, the vines would not pro- 
@uce first-class table grapes. The 
little soil among the rocks or sand 
fs not rich enough to produce large 


fs mot adapted. the iady said. 
éven if they could raise good table 


Some job on hand to get the grapes 
to market. There are lots of vine- 
yards in Napa and in Sonoma coun- 
ties on a 25 to 30 per cent. hillside 
grade.

. Particularly encouraging were the 
reports from Antelope Valley, where 
some opposition was in evidence a 
few months ago. 

“No proposition to be voted. on at 
the general election, November 7, 
is of more direct importance to the 
residents of Antelope Valley than 
the proposed good roads bonds and 
it is only reasonable to believe they 
will vote ‘yes’ as a unit,” said Stan- 
dish Mitchell, secretary of the Auto- 
mobile Club of Southern Califor- 
nia and the Good Roads Committee 
of One Hundred, yesterday. 

ANTELOPE VALLEY. 


“Antelope Valley, snuggling, as it 
does, at the northern gates of Los 
Angeles county, has a wonderful 
future. Already it has advanced re- 
markably in development and there | 
is no limit to what may be achieved 
if sufficient attention is given the 
vitally important subject of service- 
able outlets to the marts of trade. 

“At present this region with its 
yast acreage of fertile and produc- 
tive land is more or less isolated, 
however. With the passage of the 
State highway bonds, this condition 
will be changed, the gates between 
the valley and 


for Antelope 
Valley products, and a roadway that 
will make this part of California the 
most greatly traversed of any rural 
section of the United States. 

“Already reconnaissance work has 
been done on the road that will ex- 
tend from Los Angeles through the 
Antelope Valley, paralleling the 
aqueduct along the eastern slope of 
the Sierras, through the Owen’s 
River Valley and Bridgeport Val- 
ley on to Lake Tahoe, providing the 


VIEWPOINT. 


“It is also tremendeusly impor- 
tant from a Los Angeles wewramhan 
that this roadway be built. It will 
furnish the most direct route to 
Lake Tahoe through a country, the 
scenic grandeur of which cannot be 
duplicated anywhere else in the 
world. From Bridgeport a splendid 
road already extends to Lake Tahoe, 
and at Big Pines, just above Inde- 
pendence, another good road branch- 
es off through the. gold fields to Ely, 
Nev., connecting with the Lincoln 
highway, one of the great transcon- 
tinental routes. 

“Two of the worst grades on the 
proposed route, those of Sherwin 
Hill and Dead Man’s Hill, have 
been eliminated by the State High- 
way Commission., 

“Because of the grandeur of the 
scenery and the fact that the road 
will be open the greater part of the 
year, whereas the northern route, 
via Truckee, is closed owing to the 
great snowfall in that section, it is 
easy to assume that much of the 
transcontinental traffic over the Lin- 
coln highway will be diverted south 
at Ely. 

FROM STATE FUND. 


“The proposed bond issue does 
not incur a tax on the individual, 
the principal being paid from the 
State fund, created from the corpo- 
ration and inheritances taxes. The 
interest on the principal is paid by 
the counties in proportion to the 
amount of work done within their 
boundaries. It has been shown that 
the amount now annually spent by 
the different counties to repair and 
maintain their roads is more than 
the interest on the bonds will be. 
With the passage of the bonds the 
State will take over and maintain the 
roads, after constructing or improv- 
ing them. 

“The present State income is in 
excess of $20,000,000 annually, and 
experience has taught us this money 
is always spent for something any- 
way. If we want a portion of it for 
good roads, which will mean so much 
to us, all we have to do ig to vote 
‘yes’ on Amendment No. 3, thereby 
directing the Legislature to devote 
$375,000 of the vast sum at their 
disposal for the completion, perfec- 
tion and extension of the great sys- 


tem of State highways so auspicious- 
ly started. This amount represents 
the annual interest on the prin- 
cipal of the entire $15,000,000 pro- 
posed bond issue.”

Insinuations that Los Angeles 
county will be called on to pay one- 
third of the $15,000,000 for good 
roads if the people vote the bonds 
on November 7 were exposed yester- 
day by N. D. Darlington, a member 
of the State Highway Commission. 
He showed that Los Angeles coun- 
ty’s share will be $851,201 for inter- s 
jest, spread over a period of forty 
years, while the principal will be 
paid by the State, coming out of the 
tax on corporations. He also stated 
that three of the trunk lines which 
are to be built and which will di- . 
rectly benefit Los Angeles county 
will connect with transcontinental 
roads. 

The Highway Commissioner exz- 
plained that if the bonds are car- 
ried the situation will be simply this: L 
The people will be instructing the 
Budget Committee of the Legisia- . 
tuFe to provide in the general buds- 
et of the State $375,000 annually — 
for good roads, beginning in 1923 
and extending over a period of for- 
ty years. Out of that sum«the cost 
to Los Angeles county will be ap- 
proximately $45,000 for the first 
year, decreasing by $1100 annually 
until at the end of the period the 
whole amount will have been paid 
and the bonds retired. The total 
spent by Los Angeles county will 
be the interest on the money de- 
voted to good roads built within the 
county. When the total amount vot- 
ed for good roads shall have been 

ed Los Angeles county will 
have constructed more mileage of 
good roads than any other county 
in the State and the State will 
have the duty of maintaining for 
ever per cent. more mileage of

DRY FORCES PARAD 
COLUMN FOUR MILES LONG. 


For Prohibition 


Hundreds of Floats, More than One Thousand Automobiles 
and Crowd of Marchers Estimated at Over Eight- 
cen Thousand Appear in Demonstration. 


EATURED by hundreds of floats 
and more than 1000 autémo- 
biles, the dry parade of yester- 

day was said to be the largest dem- 
onstration of its kind yet seen west 
of the Rockies. It was about four 
miles in length and contained, ac- 
cording to estimate of various offi- 
clals, between 18,000 and 25,000 

From the time the first autamo- 
bila float passed First and Broadway, 
until the last division passed, an 
hour and thirty-five minutes later, 
the marching column was hailed 
with cheers and jeers, according to 
the sentiments of the spectators. 
Traffic between First and Tenth 
streets, on Spring and Broadway 
was suspended at 1:30 o'clock, and 
except for an occasional truck or 
automobile which went “dry” and 
had to be nushed to the side of 
the street, there were no interrup- 
tions to the progress of the march-

WELL ORGANIZED. 


Smooth organization and military 
precision marked the mobilization of 
the dry parade. From early yester- 
day morning until a few minutes 
after noon, the units of the twelve 
divisions were forming. The offi- 
cers had toiled all night to make 
the organization perfect. The 
marchers all knew their places and 
the task of the morning had been 
half done by the preparations of 
the night before. Maj. Kennedy and 
his aides were intensely busy. That 
first division had to be moved away 
on the stroke’ of the clock and 
moved promptly. 

Marshal Lioyd E. Noble was giv- 
en the first division. He was as- 
sisted by Aides Herschel N. Griffin,

One represented a woman at the 
washtub. Across the top of the 
float was the sign, “Two thousand 
washerwomen can quit their jobs 
when California goes dry.” On the 
float was a saloon keeper, who was

On a float entered by Anaheim dry 
workers a Dutch mother was busy 
doing many things. She was dressed 
immaculately and looked particular- 
ly spick and span with the exception 
of two immense black flies, ugly 
creatures which were suspended 
and kept alighting on her snow- 
white gown. Two lads with big fly 
swatters were at work swatting the 
fiies, which represented the two dry4 
amendments. They succeeded in kill- 
ing both the flies and causing Cali-/ 
fornia to go dry on both amend- 
ments. 

Angeles Mesa drys were repre- 
sented by a unique float, depicting a 
choice between “booze” and a “fine 
home.” An ivy-covered cottage was 
at one end of the float and opposite 
a well. From this well a pretty girl 
was drawing clear water and offer- 
ing it to young men who were asked 
to drink it and refuse liquor. 

SARTORIAL IMAGERY. 

Nineteen young women, all wear- 
ing white and each carrying the 
name of a dry State on a banner, 
followed at a distance by a young 
woman wearing black and carrying 
a sign “California,” were on another 
float. Each of the women repre- 
sented one of the dry States and 
each girl appeared 
California to join_ her. 

An automobile attached to a trail- 
er loaded with young women was 
another of the entries. It was indi- 
cated that these young women were 
suved by toleration rather than by 
intolerance. On a float directly be- 
hind the trailer was a sign, eight by 
twenty feet, on either side of a large 
moving van and reading, “Was it 
Intolerance when people voted to 
abolish polygamy, opium, race-track 
gambling, white slavery, lottery, 
prize fighting? Why then allow 
booze? Vote yes on amendments 
Nos. 1 and 2%.” 

Another feature was a sign read- 
ing, “Business men of Temple Bap-' 
tist Church want California Dry. 
Good for 2000 dry votes.” This sign | 
was carried by the men of Temple | 
Baptist congregation. Another sign | 
read, “Women of Temple Baptist’ 
Church want California dry, good 
for 3000 votes.” This was carried 
by the women of the congregation. 

Between the men and the women 
divisions of the Temple Baptist 
Church the vested choir, on “rubber- 
neck agons,” sang “California is 
Going Dry.” 

BAPTIST SOCIETIES. 

One of the sections in the second 
division was made up of eight auto- 
mobiles representing the different 
departments of the National Baptist 
Societies of the United States. On 
one of the banners was the state- 
ment, “We have millions of vested 
interests in California and want it 
dry.” ; 

The America Baptist Foreign: 
Missionary Society entered automo- 
biles showing the work of the or- 
ganization in ‘detail. 

The Rose Tournament organiza- 
tion of Pasadena was well repre- 
sented in the floral division.

“Second Lieutenant George Wright 
Glover, Rifle though twice 
wounded in e advance, continued 
to lead his men forward under heavy 
machine-gun and artillery fire into 
the enemy's third-line defenses. Al- 
though his left arm was useless, he 
threw bombs as long as there was 
any supply; he set a splendid ex- 
ample all day.” 

Lieut. Glover is one of those who, 
like the French airman, Guynemer.

statur. He had studied in Germany, 
had been a member of the staff cf 
the German University of Marburg 
until he came to Princeton tu teach 
German just before the outbreak of 
the war. He had been rejecied for 
service before leaving England. 

Although Glover could receive no. 
aesurances that he would be ac- 
cepted, since he was only 6 feet. 2 
inches, he resigned from the faculty 
and returned to England in June, 
1915. He was sent to the front a 
short time before the beginning of 
the Somme offensive as a second 
lieutenant,

it may be truly called the bright .}ex- 
icon of youth—-declares, with a brev- 
ity fitting its size, that a symphony is 
a harmony of sound. According to 
the pronouncement of James 
McNeil Whistler it is also a harmony 
of colors. At any rate, r, 
whether -he invented the apt term or 
not, was very fond of calling his de}l- 
leate tonalities by this word bor- 
rowed from the art of music. | 

However, Whistier’s symphonies 
in paint did not suggest the rich, full 
and varied orchestration that the 
musician thinks of when he sees or 
hears the word. Any piece of music 
is a harmony of sound—even that of 
the Chinese, at least, to the China- 
man, I must hasten to explain that 
in ite second definition my little lex- 
icon says that the symphony is an 
elaborate for a full or- 
chestra, generally in. three move- 
ments. 

Just now we have among us 
painter_who, to my way of thinkine, 
deserves the epithet symphonic 
much more than Whistler did, 
though in naming his pictures he 
has used the word symphony only 
once, the word harmony twice. This 
painter is Hovsep Pushman, who is 
exhibiting twenty-four canvases at 
Exposition Park. He its an Ameri- 
can-—he insists, indeed, upon being 
called so-——though he was born in 
Armenia and lived there seventeen 
years, receiving his first instruction 
in the technique of art at Constan- 


tinople. 

Pushman’s splendor of color is not 
derived from t art schools of that 
bizarre and city, for when 
T met the young artist in Chicago, 
almost twenty years ago, he ap- 
peared to have been nourished on 
the dull traditions of Munich, his 
painting was so conventionally brown 
and correct. 
the magic touch of Dechenaud, that 
he woke to a complete realization of 
his eastern tage—the Arme- 
nian’s full share, full and running 
over, of passion and pain, of color 
and imagination, of feeling and 
poetry—the three movements, one 
might say, of the perfect symphony 
of life. The symphony in art, played 
or painted, is but a reflection of all 
these things. 

Undoubtedly, Pushman ts a good 
American, but he is also a good Ar- 
menian, for the rich gamut of his 
color is almost all of the Orient. 
What's bred in the blood will show 
itself on the canvas. A man’s

“But most beware of those who 
come to praise” is Aldrich's warning 
to the poet.

So much’ for justico—now what 
can we say about liquor?

Can you for a moment 
make your common sense believe 
that the liquor you drank the night 
before was good food for the body? 
Are bloodshot eyes and vomet an 
‘indication of good health? Do peo- 
ple in the last stages of alcoholic 
poisoning demonstrate that liquor 
will finally heal the body? 

Medical science has proved that 
a small amount of alcohol is often 
needed for the preservation of the 
life of the body and that wine in 
small quantities is a food, but only 
in small quantities Even wine in 
large quantities will inflame and 
overwork the érgans of the body, as 
does too much sugar or too abe 
acid, or too much of anything. 

What man or woman who takes 
the before-dinner cocktall does s0 
for anything but the stimulation or 
the forcing of a sluggish appetite, 
already killed by ignorant living? 

What man or woman with ruined 
power of digestion—diseased kid- 
neys—or hardening of the arteries, 
can point to clean and intelligent 
living? And how many of these suf- 
ferers are there who can say laquor 
played no part in the work of de- 
struction. 

What about wealth? I¢ we will 
not consider our health, will we con- 
sider our business, our property, 
our money? 

And who ts so wise that he can 
show wherein waste te not waste, 
and make loss appear to be a gain? 
Labor and material used in the 
manufacture and. distribution of 


liquor afe wasted when the laquor/yet 


is used other than as a needed food 


or medicine. And what a great and | may 


monstrous waste this is. Let this 
labor and material be used in the 
manufacture of the necessities of 
life and we reduce their cost. The 


high cost of living will not yield to] 
our weeping and wailing and gnash- 
ing of teeth until we give up our 
luxuries. The laborer will not help 
his condition until we give up, of 
our own free will, the luxuries and 
false desires which take the néces- 
sities from his hand and home. If 
the work used in making and deliv- 
ering liquer, candies and rich con- 
fections, tight corsets, steam yachts, 
silks and satins worn for vVanity’s 
sale—and all the many things Wwe 
eat, wear or use for the sake of 
pomp, show, or the satisfaction of a 
meaningless desire, if this labor was 
used to make food, clothing, homes 
and to educate us all, who would be 
in want? 

If HMquor te wasteful, it does not 
add to the wealth of our nation, or 
our State. When we hear argu- 
ments and figures presented, let us 
cast out the chaff ‘and retain the 
grains of common sense, 

Under clean moral conditions bet- 
healthier people and 

people, are drawn 
community Prohibition 
any State. Drunkenness and the ir- 
responsible acts of drinking men is 
an enormous hindrance to sober and 


constructive business. Even a sa- 


loon cannot afford to empl 
drunken bartender or a drunken 
book-keeper, 

. The cost of controlling crime 
caused. directly or indirectly by 
liquor ts great and the liquor indus- 
try in all justice and fairness should 
bear the burden, if that is possible. 

What fs the just and true solu- 
tion? Who can show that he has @ 
right to prohibit? Who can show 
that liquor is a benefit ty the health, 
wealth, morals and happiness:of our 
State? Is not the answer to be ob- 
tained through knowledge? First, 
that liquor is wasteful and harmfu! 
and we decide that we do not want 
it. Second, that we have the 
strength to put it from us. 

If this ts true do we need prohi- 
bition? If it is not true do we need 
prohibition ? 
| In other words, is not personal 
prohibition the ideal under 
the supposition that no harm can 
come of it and much good may? A 
solution of this kind would mean a 
condition of the millinnium, It is 
universally impossible today, but we 
can work for it. We have sa 
tion of unnatural desires, crime and 
criminals to deal with. Under the 
laws of man we have taken the right 
to protect our person and 
against criminals, yet there ig 
cause for all this. 

These evils exist to teach the 
strong to defend themselves and the 
weak to learn that they cannot: do 
wrong without sometime paying the 
eee. For does the Bible n 

say, “For verily I say unto you, till 
heaven and earth pass away, mend 
jot or one tittle shall in no wise 
away from the law, till all things | 
be accomplished ?” "As we sow, so 
shall we reap. If we prohibit others 
from carrying out their desires, we 
in turn will sometime be prohibited | 
from carrying out our desires. 

People must learn to resist by ex- 
perience and if they have not 
learned to resist liquor and drunk- 
enness, we cannot enact laws that 
will abolish liquor, try as we may.

your hands and may we all come 
to realize that liberty should be up- 
held, for it is the basic principle of 
our government. And may we as 
individuals realize that we can leave 
intoxicating liquor alone—can cease 
to use it—can cease to demand it— 
and then tt will not be manufac- 
tured.

Blinds Actor. 

“The Crisis,” filmed by William N.

In the portrayal of the 
battle of Vicksburg, a color-bearer is 
shown lifted bodily from his feet, 
and hurled to the ground with ter- 
rific force by a bursting shell. 

And then there followed a most 
distressing accident, one hardly on 
the programme, but which the cam- 
era has faithfully recorded. During 
the bombardment of Vicksburg, in

@r and teacher, who, while he was 
rector of a humble Episcopal de- 
Romination was chosen to be chap- 
lain to the Queen of England, but 
while yet greater honors 
obeying 
the dictates of his conscience and his 
imtetiect, left the Episcopalian de- 
nomination and became a Unitarian 
minister. 

He ‘loved humanity and sym- 
pathetically understood many sides 
ott. His presence had something 
about itt*of the mountain top, up- 
ifted, wnapproachabie, as if in a 
of Olympian calm. 

Tet all his books, those on the 
literature, reviews of 
Bhakespeare, the theology of the 
great poets, the studies of Tennyson 
ana Browning, ali vibrate with the 
joy of the author.

TYPES OF MEN. 
One Adapts Himself to Environment 
and Other Lacks Initiative. 


(Engineering Magazine: ] The man 
who is original may make a good 
designer, but unless he were also 


directive he would make a poor su- 


perintendent; he might be a good 
Window dresser, but not a depart- 
ment store manager; a writer but 
not a publisher, an inventor but 
not a manufacturer, a reformer but 
not a Mayor. A partnership in 
which one man is directive and an- 
other original is usually successful. 
Of course, one person may possess 
both traits. 

Then there is the man who does 
only what he is told to do and exact- 
ly as he is told to do it. He is imi- 
tative. He would dress every win- 
dow like every other window. He 
might make a successful milk wagon 
driver, since he would have a fixed 


route and a bottle of uniform size 
to deliver; but he would’ probably 
make an indifferent drayman, since 
he would not have a fixed route, and 
originality (or ingenuity) would be 
needed to load and unload unwiedly 
boxes under adverse conditions. He 
might make a good machine molder, 
but not a good floor molder; he 
would probably be successful and 
happy at a punch press, but not in 
a tool room. 

Then there are the two types, one 
of which likes to fuss with an in- 
tricate bit of mechanism, while the 
other wants the task of big dimen- 
sions—the watchmaker, the engrav- 
er, the inilayer, the painter of min- 
iatures, on the one hand the bridge 
builder; the steel mill worker, the 
train dispatcher,the circus man on 
the other. One has small scope, the 
other large scope. 

Some men can easily adapt them- 
selves to any environment while 
others act the same under almost 
any circumstances. One takes the 
local color like a chameleon, the 
other is always the same mono- 
chrome. One is adaptable, the other 
self-centered: one a salesman, the 
other a statistician. 

There is a distinct type which 
thinks and then does, in contrast to 
which there is the type which does 
and then thinks. One is deliberate, 
the other impulsive. The northern 
races are usually deliberate, the 
ecuthern impulsive; one controls its 
passions, the other is frequently con- 
trolled by them. An army of cool- 
headed officers and hot-headed sol- 
diers is a highly effective machine, 
but in the civilian walks of life, the 
impulsive characteristic is negative;

| With assurances that Southern 
California will give Charles Evans 
Hughes, the Republican standard 
bearer, a safe majority, and that 
California will remain in the col- 
umn of the dominating party, in- 
terest in local politics during the 
week has been confined to the 
“wet"-and-“dry” issue and the con- 
test for District Attorney. The pre- 
diction made months ago that the 
fight for and nest the proposed 
prohibition amefdments would even 
overwhelm the national issue 
proved true. 
It is taken for granted that 
Angeles county will run true to 
form in the Presidential contest 
and for excitement our citizens must 
look to the populous centers of the 
Rast. What the south and the en- 
tire State will do with the “dry” 
measures, however, is by no means 
certain, and with doubt in the minds 
of opponents and proponents both 
sides are worked up to a high pitch. 
The Watchman has endeavored to 
size up the situation without preju- 
dice and he is of the opinion that 
both the “drys” and “wets” are due 
to receive the shock of their lives. 
Both are overconfident and the pre- 
‘diction on either side of a majority 
of 150,000 is preposterous. Which 
ever side is victorious the margin 
undoubtedly will be small. fms 
The hope of the “drys” Hes south

will be able to go to the State's 
meridian with a majority sufficient 
to offset the large “wet” vote of 
the north is the question.

or beer within our borders. Our 
tourist crop possibly is the biggest 
enterprise we have, and the “drys” 
have said nothing about the effect 
of No. 2 upon it. : 

The effect of such misleading tac- 
ties has acted as a boomerang for

“I dunno,” a bystander replied, “I 
don’t own a ottermobile!” 

He didn't own an automobile but 
he was working every day in a great 
warehouse where daily shipments of 
oranges Were sent eastward in car- 
load lots. Next to him stood a man 
whose daily labor was expended in 
a bean factory—a place where tons 
of lima beans were put into cans 
and sent broadcast over the country. 

THE SOURCE. 


Those oranges and those beans 
had come into Los Angeles by rail— 
and by good roads. Owner of an 
automobile or not the man who an- 
swered the “good roads” speaker 
could trace, if he had thought, the 
source of his villihood very directly 
to the good roads which Southern 
California has built, is building and 
needs to build. 

This is not an argument for bet- 

ter roads, for there can be no argu- 
ment when there is only one side 
to a question. It is concerned more 
directly with considering Southern 
California's status in the eyes of the 
world as the heart of America’s 
good road system. 
Just as a man’s heart is not lo- 
cated in the divisional center of his 
body by necessity, so covld this 
corner of the United States he the 
“heart” of the ‘good roads movement 
and accom nt. In other 
words, why not make Southern Cal- 
ifornia the place always thought of 
when excellent tours and splendid 
highways are mentioned? 

Beginning in 1900, when the Auto- 
mobile Club of Southern California 
conducted its first “good roads run” 
from Los Angeles to Pomona, the 
movement for better highways has 
swept the southern portion of the 
State—one county after another vot- 
ing bond issues and providing high- 
ways, and then finally the State vot- 
irig $18,000,000 for the beginning of 
a‘aystem which was planned to be 
completed later with another is- 
sue. This is to be voted on yee 
day, and will call for $15,000,000, 
finisl® the State Highways so well 


begun. 
STANDS ALONE. 


Southern California now stands 
almost alone in its wealth of long 
tours. This part of the nation is 
acquiring a reputation for three and 
four-day trips by motor over paved 
and macadamized highways, and 
with the completion of the State 
roads under the new bond issue 
these distances will be practically 
doubled. 

An idea of this road wealth is 
shown by a short survey of what 
the various countries have to offer 


A SPEAKER, standing on an 


the visiting and local automobilists. 
In San Diego county, for instance, 
there are 1800 miles of travelable 


road way—enough to keep a motorist 


completely occupied_for nine .days. 
Of these, 402, miles were built under 
a county bend issue of $1,250,000. 
They were constructed of natural 
granite material and include moun- 
tain and coast routes. There are 
forty-eight = of paving in that 
county. 

Kern eoeuly and the State High- 
way Commission have supplied the 
motorists with 144 miles of paved 
road, of which sixty miles was built 
by the State. It has twenty-five 
miles of macadamized road and 
eighty-seven miles of graded high- 
way. When the county system is 
completed there Kern county will 
have 325 miles of excellent high- 
way. Of this, sixty miles is now 
under contract. This does not 
mean that the visitor to Kern county 
will find only 256 miles of good road, 
however, as much work 
dene there by incorporated cities 
and private interests. 

These roads, mile by mile, are 
increasing the commercial suprem- 
acy of the territories through which 
they run. 

A motorist systematically tour- 
ing about Riverside county will find 
more than 200 miles of paved, 
macadamized and improved § dirt 
road, according to a report made 
yesterday to the Automobile Club. 
Of this 100 miles is concrete and 60 
miles macadamized. 

"San Bernardino county will offer 
the visitor approximately 300 miles 
of excellent highways, and addition- 
al mileage over mountain roads. Of 
these, 200 miles are concrete built 
by and 25 miles built by

COMPLETE. 


Orange and Los Angeles counti 
have completed their work under 
the county bond issues, and hun- 
dreds of miles of excellent bdule- 
vard are the result. Orange coun- 
ty and Los Angeles have worked to- 
gether, as have all sotithern coun- 
tles, in providing long, continuou- 
tours of specia] interest. Santa. Bar- 
bara county provides tours which at- 
tract many motorists and ts planning 
more good roads, as in Ventura 
county. 

A few years ago the motorist never 
thought of sosariae to the Gen. Grant 
or Sequoia National parks, but with 
the road development in Tulare and 
Fresno counties these beauty spots 
have received large attention from 
motor tourists during the past year. 

Along this line it should be point- 
led out that one of the most tre- 
mendous influences to promote tour- 
ing in this part of the State has 
been the activity of the Automobile 
Club of Southern California in erect- 
ing sign posts on new roads as fast 
as they are completed and in pro- 
moting travel over these roads. 

BIG WORK. 

It was pointed out yesterday by 
Secretary 8S. L. . Mitchell tng the 
club has erected more than 14,000 
signs and posts on mre than 12,000 
miles of road and in one year has 
answered 76,229 inquiries for route 
information.

MOBILIPY TEST 
IS BIG SUCCESS. 


In a test of the mobility of mo- 
tor cars, made recently on the bor- 
dér, 128 motor trucks transported the 
First and Second Kansas regiments, 
which had been stationed at Eagle 
Pass, to San Antonio in thirty-two 
hours’ running time.

As part 
owner in active superintendence of 
the White Garage Repair Shop; Tetz- 
laff says he has had more than suffi- 
clent wreck-rebuilding experience to 
convince him that a faulty condition 
of those two tnedhantcal units is re- 
sponsible for the major portion of 
the appalling number o fautomobile 
accidents which occur each week. 

“Fewer wrecks,” he insists, “are 
due to inexpert or careless driving 
than are the result of insufficient 
mechanical knowledge or indiffer- 
ence to the kmown defective state 
of some part of the mechanism. 
Consider how often you've heard the 
drivers of cars in which you were 
riding say, ‘That rattle? I don't 
know; guess it’s one of the: steering 
rods," or ‘I've got to drive slowly 
around here. My brakes haven't been 
working very well lately.” It’s not 
‘long after you hear one of those 
speeches before the repair shop gets 
a telephone message at any time of 
the night or day to send a service 
car out to jack up and skid a wreck 
in to the shop for some front-end 
repairing and replacing. The repair- 
ing of the car would seém to be ex- 
pensive enough, without mentioning, 
in some cases, the hospital and 
morgue bills, to cause drivers to be 
sure that their brakes and steering 
mechanisms are in ect order— 
but it isn't. 

“tT am thoroughly convinced, that 
a compulsory inspection of the 
steering parts and brakes of all cars 
after every 1000 miles would very 
materially reduce the number of au- 
tomobile accidents.”’

HENRY FORD TELLS WHY 
_ HE WOULD SPEND MONEY. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 


ETROIT, Nov. 4.—-Henry Ford, in a statement 
D here today, denied that his plans for greatly expanding the 

Ford Motor Car Company's, business could be considered 
“reckless and unwise.” His statement was in reply to the heme: - 
rary injunction which Horace and John F. Dodge, automobile man- 
ufacturers, obtained against the Ford company last Thursday, re- 
straining the company from using its assets to develop its business 
aiong lines recently announced by Mr. Ford. 

In their injunction petition the Dodge brothers, who own 10 
per cent, of the Ford Motor Car Compagy’s stock, demanded that 
most of the company’s immense surplus should be paid out in divi- 
déends to stockholders. They allege that Mr, Ford’s plans to buy 
iron mines; establish blast furnaces on the Detrott River near here 
and double or treble the esate of the Ford plant in Detroit were 
“reckless and unwise.” 


‘Mr. Ford declared that the keynote of his company’s puctess 


has been its ability to sell a tremendous number of automobiles at 
a small margin of profit on each car. This idea, -he said, was to 
be carried out in his expansion plan. Speaking of the Dodge broth- 


ers’ assertion that the proposed plan would bring financial ianiary 


to them, Mr. Ford said: 
_“They own 10 per cent, of the stock and I own about 58 per 
cent. I can't injure them $10 worth without at the same time in- 


juring myself $58.” 


The injunction case is to be heard here on November 11. It 
has temporarily tied up about $52,000,000 and seeks to compel Mr. 


Ford to distribute about $39,000,000 of this amd@nt in dividends.

Any expert crocheter can make a strap 
of this kind by crocheting a sufficient 
length of chain, working on both sides 
of it with single crochets, thru these 
singles small loops of chains, thru these 
chains groups of doubles, then a filet 
mesh and then the colored adge of 
shells. To make the rounded end of 
the strap, it will be necessary when 
filing the chain on beth sides with 
singles to gradually enlarge toward the 
end with doubles, triples, double triples, 
quadruples, etc, according to the de- 
scriptions of these stitches in any 
crochet book.
